CONFESSED MANY MURDERS 


Orchard Was the Witness Used in 
‘the Effort to Con¥ict Haywood 
and Other Members of the 


Miners’ Federatioh. 


Boise, Idaho, July !.—The state board 
of pardons today commuted the sen- 
tence of Harry Orchard, who was under 
sentence to hang next Friday for the 
murder of former Governor Frank 
Steunenberg, to imprisonment for life. 

Orchard was arrested two days after 
the assassination of former Governor 
Steunenberg at Caldwell, Idaho, De- 
cember 30, 1905, and a few weeks later, 
while confined in the Idaho. peniten- 
tiary, confessed his guilt to James Mc- 
Partiand, a well-Known detective, at 
the same time asserting that he was 
employed to commit the. crime 
by officers of the Western Federation 
Miners. 

As a result of his confession, Charies 
H. president; Willlam D. ° Hay- 
wood, secretary-treasurer, of the West- 
ern Federation of Miners, and Charles 
D. Petitbone were arrested Denver 
and brought to Idaho to answer 
charge of murder. 

John Simpkins, another 
thé Federation, was also indicted and 
is still a fugitive. Haywood and Pet- 
tibone were acquitted after memorable 
trials in which Orchard told a story of 
wholesale assassination which shocked 
tne world. Following the trial of Pet- 
tibone, the case against Moyer was 
ditemissed. Orchard pleaded guilty to 
murder in the first degree. In pro- 
nouncing the sentence of death a week 
later, Judge Wood recommended that 
the board of pardons commute the sen- 
tence, saying’ he was firmly convinced 
that Orchard had told the whole and 
exact at the trials of Haywood 
and Pettibone, and that he was there- 
fore, for the service he had rendered 
the state, entitled to clemency. The 
pardon board, consisting of Governor 
Gooding, Secretary of State Lansdon 
and Attorney General Guhen, in taking 
this action acted on the recommenda- 
tion of Judge Wood, made at the time 
of sentencing Orchard. 

Orchard to the last was opposed to 
having the sentence interfered “with. 
Only yesterday he said to the attorney 
that he hoped efforts to save him from 
tne gallows would fail.

Since about the middle of October 
last when the period of money stringen- 
cy set in and the consequent depres- 
sion in business began to be felt, there 
has been a constant falling off in gov- 
ernment revenues up to the month just 
closed. For June a surplus is shown of 
nearly $4,000,000. This fact, however 
is not suggestive, as June ise unfailingly 
a surplus month. Nearly all appropria- 
tiong become available on the first of. 
July, and this year the treasury offi- 
clals are looking forward to a deficit 
larger than usual. 

The amount of cash now in the treas- 
ury vaults and available to meet expen- 
ditures is about, $70,000,000. In addi- 
tion to this there Is on deposit with 
national banks about $/63,844,000. <A 
considerable portion of this sum is like- 
ly to be called itno the treasury within 
the next very few days, and it ih.

COL. SAMUEL L. WHARTON 
DIES AT HOME IN SPOKANE 


Miner {s Survived by Three 

Who Live in Atlanta. 
Atlanta of the 
death of Samuel L. Wharton, 
pioneer mine operator in the Spokane 
country, and jand-owner in Georgia and 
Texas. at his summer home on the 
Wharton ranch, near Medicai Lake, 18 
miles west of Spokane. The immediate 
cause of his déath was cancer of the 
stomach, the end being hastened by an 
injury sustained last summer, when he 
was thrown from his carriage in a run- 
away. 

Colonel Wharton was successful in his 
mining operations in this country, one 
of the most profitable being in the 
Reco property, in the Slocan district, 
north of Spokane. He was vice presi- 
dent of the Reco Mining Company, in 
which he was also a large stockholder. 
He went to Sandon, B. C., where the 
mine is located, while a stampede to 
that district was in progress, and for a 
while engaged in the hotel business. 

He was also heavily interested in @ 
gold mining property in Georgia, having 
been an investor in the mines’ there 
since 1898. The ore in the Georgia 
mine has good values, but is low grade, 
and the mine has neve: peen a profita- 
ble one. It is being operated under a 
lease and bond, running 50 stamps. Col- 
onel Wharton spent much of his time 
overseeing work on the property. He 
also owned considerable land in Georgia 
and Texas. 

Colonel Wharton was born in Charies- 
ton, S&S €., December !1, 1847, and in 
July, 1875, married Miss Marian C. 
Crunton, at Dallas, Tex. He came to 
February, #890, after pass- 
ing nine years in Texas and Georgia, 
and lived here most of the time since. 
He was always a shrewd business man, 
taking delght in trading any kind of 
property that came into his hands, A 
story is told that while in San An- 
tonio, Tex., he bought, at a sheriff's 
sale, the outfit of a defunet circus, not 
because he knew anything about the 
business, but because it appealed to him 
as a commercial proposition. A few 
days after his purchase he sold the 
menagerie of his circus to a zoological 
garden in Cincinnati for a sum greater 
than his original purchase price of the 
entire show. He disposed of the wagons, 
tents and other paraphernalla to seat- 
tered buyers, making a handsome profit 
on the deal. ‘ 

Colonel Wharton jeaves his widow, 
who is wealthy in her own right, own- 
ing much valuable property at Spirit 
Lake, Idaho. There are no children. 
Three sisters, Mrs. Harper, Mrs. Clayton 
and Mrs. Simms, live at Atlanta, Ga., 
and another, Mrs, M. Currie, is at Oak- 
land, Cal. A brother, George C. Whar- 
ton, lives at Brooklyn, N. Y.

Resolutions on Cleveland. 


“Be it resolved, That before entering 
formally upon the special and important 
work for which this national convention 
of the democratic party of the United 
States has been called, we take the ear- 
liest opportunity s0lemnly to express 
Our grief over the death of Grover 
Cleveland. We record our profound ap- 
preciation of his lofty character, his 
commanding ability and his unfailing 
wisdom. We indulge a just pride that 
his patriotic and unsélfish services, ren- 
dered to liis country in the time of need. 
were made possible as the representa- 
tive and chosen candidate for the demo- 
cratic party, for president in three of 
ites national conventions. We mourn 
his loss the more because his great 
gifts of mind and heart, so cheerfully 
and so effectively devoted to its service 
Over a period of.fifty-two years are no 
longer to be at the command of his 
party and his country. 

“In thus giving expression to the keen

The bill intrgduced by Senators Over- 
street and Born, making it necessary 
for the railroad commission of Georgia 
to pass on all measures involving emi- 
nent domain before the secretary of 
state was given authority to grant 
charters, was taken up and created a 
considerable degree of discussion. 
Both Senators Born and Overstreet 
stated that the bill wag intended di- 
rectly to prevent the paralleling of the 
tracks of the Western and- Atlantic 
road. They contended that it would 
be illegal to protect the state’s prop- 
erty by any other legislation. 

Senator Felder argued that, while he 
desired to protect the property of the 
state, he was opposed to placing in 
the hands of the ratiroad commission 
too much power. 

Senator Camp argued that the bill 
should be defeated, because it would 
be declared unconstitutional. 

Senator Born moveg that the bill be 
made a special order for next Wednes- 
day, and the motion was carried.

TEXT OF BILL TO CREATE 
AN INSURANCE DEPARTMENT 


introduced in the house 


yesterday bill by Messrs. Barksdale, 
of Wilkes; Burwell, of Hancock; Cov- 
ington, of Colquitt; Persons, of Monroe;

ment for the state of Georgia, 

By the terms of this measure the offi- 
ces of comptroller general and insur- 
ance commissioner will be separated, 
and each will be headed by a state house 


Official.

Author of Bill Talks. 


In reference to the bill Mr. Barksdale 
made the following statement to a rep- 
resentative of The Constitution: 

Among the suggestions of Governor Smith 
in his message to the general assembly now 
in session was a recommendation that there 
be established an insurance department for 
the state of Georgia, separate and distinct 
from the office of comptroller general, with 
which it is now combined. In line with that 
Suggestion and in accordance with my own 
views, matured after some study of this sub- 
ject, I, with a number of my friends of like 
mind, have introduced a bill for the creation 
of such a department. 

First, let me say that 
not cost the state an additional penny. On 
the other hand, the fees, etc., paid by the 
insurance companies will be sufflicent to pay 
the salary of the new commissioner and all 
the help and other expenses provided fr. 
under the bill and leave.a nice overplus, 
which will go to swell the revenues of the 
state. 

In the second place, I desire to make it 
plain that ‘the introductidn of this bill is not 
intended sas a reflection on the conduct or 
management of any of the present state de- 
partments. At the time that the duties of 
the insurance commissfoner were added to 
those of the comptroller‘general the situation 
was very different from what it is today. In 
those days the duties of the state tax officer 
were comparatively simple. There were few 
railroads or other ccrporations for him to 
look after. There were no telephones or trol- 
ley lines, no complex tranchise laws and 
other matters which now require so much 
time and study and skiliful Management. At 
that time the insurance business wae in its 
infancy. There were few insurance com- 
panies doing business in the state, mostly 
fire and life. Now the number of c@mpanies 
has been increased many fold and they 
now cover an infinite variety of risks, such 
as fire, accident, health, fidelity, steam 
boller, tornado, live steck, life and others, 
which with thelr constant growth and de 
velopment require the whole time of a man 
peculiarly fitted by technical study for the 
mastery of these problems, that the interest 
of the people who are not acquainted with 
these complicated matters may be properly 
safeguarded. 

In practically all of the other states of the 
union the need of a separate insurance de- 
partment has been recogniged and provided 
for, because such an officer stands in the 
capacity of a guardé@n of the public interest 
in all matters peftaining to this highly 
technical bustness. If any one will study the 
present situation he will be convinced thet it 
will be just as practical to combine under 
ene head any two of the other state depart- 
ments as those of {We comptroller genera] 
and insurance commissioner. 

Text of the ‘Bill, 


The bill in full is asfellows: 

Section 1. On and after the passage of this 
act thete is hereafter established a separate 
and distinct department of the state govern- 
ment, to be known as the insurance depart- 
ment, which shall be charged with the en- 
forcement and execution of the laws now in 
existence and which may hereafter be passed, 
nelating to insurance and g¢iher subjects 
whfeh may be placed under the supervision 
of this department by the laws of this state. 

Sec. 2. The chief officer of said department 
shall be denomindted the insurance commis- 
sioner. He shall be paid an annual sal of 
three thousand dollare ($8,000), payable in 
monthly installments, im the same manner as 
other state house officers are now paid; pro- 
vi he insurance commissioner shall have 
no interest, directly or indirectly, in any 
stock or bonds of any  tnsurance commons or 
in any insurance agency, in this stafe or in 
any other state, nor shall be be in amr -way

Sec. 3. The insurance commissioner shall 
between the Ist and 10th day of each month 


pay over to the state treasurer and take his , 


receipt therefor all taxes, fees, license and 
other moneyg collected by him, according to 
the laws in the discharge of his duties dur- 
ing the previous month. 

Sec. 4. Said insurance commissiofier shal! 
be elected by the general assembly for the 
term of two years. In case a vacancy should 
occur the governor shall appoint for the un- 
expired term; provided that no member of 
the general assembly shall be eligible to said 
election, nor be elected to the office while a 
member of, either branch of the general as- 
sembly. 

Sec. 5. Every person elected or appointed 
as ingurance commissioner shall, before ena 
tering upon or continulng the discharge of 
the duties of his office, take the same oath 
as is now required of other state house offi- 
cers, and give bond to the state, in the sum 
of ten thousand dollars ($10,000), with suffi- 
clent surety, to be approved by the state 
treasurer, for the faithful performance of all 
the duties required of him under the law dur- 
ing the term of his office. 

sec. 6. .There shall devolve upgn said in- 
surance commissioner all the duties now re- 
quired or devolving on the state treasurer 
and comptroller general touching or relating 
to matters pertaining to insurance of any and 
all kinds. 

Sec. 7. The secretary of state shall furnish 
to this department the proper office furniture, 
Stationery, stamps and other supplies and 
equipment in thé same manner as such are 
now furnished to other departments of the 
Btate. Said insurance cOmmissioner shall sub- 
mit to the general assembly annually a re- 
port of his office and official acts and do- 
ings and of all insurance companies, associa- 
tions or orders under this department doing 
business in this state with condensed state- 
ment of their reports made to him, arranged 
in proper form for printing, together with a 
statement of all licenses, taxes and fees re- 
ceived by him from such compagies and paid 
by him to the state treasurer, and he shall 
at each session of the general assembly sub- 
mit, through the governor, such annual re- 
ports and statements. 

Sec. 8. Said insurance commissioner shall, 


ffom time to time, report to the general as- 
sembly and make frecommendations as t 
any change in the laws of this state which 
should in his opinion be made relating to 
insurance and other subjects under his de- 
Dartment. 

Sec. 9. Said insurance commissioner shall 
see that all laws relating to insurance are 
faithfully executed, and he may employ in 
his department such clerical aid as he may 
deem necessary, at an expense of not exceed- 
ing elghteen hundred dollars ($1,800) per an- 
num. He shall keep on file in his office al) 
reports and other papers received by him in 
the diecharge of his duty. He shall have au- 
thority to examine into the condition of any 
insurance company, order, association or in- 
dividual doing an insurance business in this 
state, and he shall have power to summon 
witnesses and take testimony, as he may deem 
fit and proper for the protection of the pub- 
lic interest of this state. 

Sec. 10. Said insurance commissioner shall 
iasue the licenseqg required by law to be ob- 
tained by jnsurance companies doing business 
in this state. He shall have the power to 
revoke and atnul any license of any com- 
pany, individual, association or order, which, 
in big judgment, has violated any of the 
lawa of this etate, or which, in his opinon, 
is ingolvent or not affording proper protec- 
tion to its policyholders; provided that thirty 
days’ notice of hia purpose to so de be first 
given to the state agent or representative 
vf such company, individual, association or 
order, if a non-resident, and to the president 
of a resident company, together with copies 
ef the charges against such agent or com-

Savannah Will Have ‘Many 
Visitors for Auto Races 
in November. 


Fred J. Robinson, assistant general 
passenger agent of the Central of Geor- 
gia railway, with headquarters in Sa- 
vannah, while in Atlanta yesterday, said 
that Savannah is making great prepara- 
tions for the Grand Prix auto race to ve 
held there on Thanksgiving day. 

“The people of Savannah expect five 
Or six thousand visitors for the big 
event,’’ stated Mr. Robinson, “and wii! 
be prepared to entertain fully that 
many. At the races in March there 
were about thirty thousand spectators, 
and, of course, with races of such na 
tional interest the crowds will be very 
much larger. Savannah, of course wil!

“Forty-thousand-dollar improvements 
om the track are being made, and while 
already the course is considered one of 
the best in the country, it will be much 
better when these improvements are 
completed.

ATLANTA MAN INVENTS | 
IMPROVED TIE JOINT 


Believed That Great Saving in Use 
of Steel Will Result. 


H B. Johnson, of Atlanta, 
vented a joint to be used in making 
cotton ties that will prove unusual ad- 
vantage and saving to both the farmer 
and the compress companies of the cot- 
ton states of this country. 

The proposition is to make a joint that 
will withstand the strain put upon them, 
and save the farmer and the compress 
companies the expenditures of buying 
new ties. 

Under the old style of plecing, two 
ties were laid over one another and @ 
rivet driven through the center with the 
result ‘that it formed a rough edge, and 
was an incumbrance in more ways than 
one. 

Under the new plan a clean-cut end is 
formed, with none of the disadvantages 
of the old. The joints are made by an 
ordinary die press. The process is to 
put the two pieces of ties in the press 
and two slots are then cut in same. 
They are then forced down in a man- 
ner to form a lock joint thus complet- 
ing the job. Three thousand of these 
joints can be turned out in a d@y by an 
inexperienced workman. 

To show the strength of these joints, 
tests have been made. A new tie was 
submitted to a pulling test and broke 
at 1,600 pounds. The joint was then 
put to the test, and broke at 1,430 
pounds, or in other worda, the joint 
withetood 70 per cent as much test as 
the entire new ties, and tnis with old 
steel. 

' The amount of ties used by every one 
during the cotton season can be figured 
roundly at 20,000,000, and with this 
new system, those same ties can be 
used again the next year, and the next, 
until the steel itself gives way. The 
joint is also going to be used in mak- 
ing hoops.

Rural Station, Brunswick, Ga.,’’ at tne 
pier St. Simons island marks the open- 
ing of one of the most unique postal 
stations in the country, since there is 
no other like it on the records of the 
United States postoffice department.

The 
rural route covers the entire island, so 
that every resident is served once a 
day.

He takes the position that untold 
wealth locked up in, coal beds and 
mineral fields and iron mountains are 
rot an asset, but a rebuke, until in- 
dustry and energy transforms them 
into articles fit for the consumption 
of man and the gaining of wealth.

Editor Constitution: In reference to 
your editérial on “Significance of Re- 
sult in Tennessee,” state prohibition was 
not defeated in Tennessee, but only in 
that part of Tennessee represented by 
the organized democracy—and even then 
it suffered by being linked to a person- 
ality. There are nearly as many re- 
publicans in Tennessee as there are dem- 
ocrats. These were not allowed to have 
any voice in the nomination. The re- 
sult only means that a candidate who 
announced for state prohibition was de- 
feated by a small majority in the dem- 
ocratio party. And this candidate, let it! 
be remembered, with all of his chivalry 
and brillfancy. made an ynsuccesstul 
campaign for renomination for the 
United States senate a year or two ago, 
being defeated by the popular governor, 
Bop Tavlor. Senator Carmack had to 
carry the asperities and vergonal 4n- 
tagonisms engendered by this race into 
his campaign for governor. Many men 
said: “IJ am for prohibition, but I am 
not for Carmack as its representative.” 
Everybody knows who knows anything 
about Tennessee that the state is over- 
whelmingly dry, and that if the issue 
had been made single,.as it was in Ok- 
lahoma and North Carolina, prohibition 
would have swept the field.

Let prohibiti baders feare from 
these results in a maa And Tennessee 
that the great moral issue of “saloons 
or no saloons” shoukP be stripped of all 
personalities and politics, and when this 
issue is squarely made, every state in 
the south «will go d@fy and many in the 
north will banish the whisky shop for- 
ever, 

To my democratic sou! it seems ridiocu- 
lous to speak of local option as undemo- 
cratic. I have always been taught that, 
it is democratic for majorities to rule, 
and if the majority in a county can rise 
up and say to a few dark corners in 
that county: “You are marring the 
peace and the morals of the county and 
you will have to go,” it is just as demo- 
cratic for the majority of the whole state 
to rise up and say to a few towns like 
Atlanta, Augusta, Macon and Savannah: 
“You are nullifying our local option jaws 
in dry counties by’ sending liquor into 
them, whether by ‘hand or express—your 
saloons tnake running sores on the body 
politic and we, the sovereign people of 
the state, decree that you shall not have 
protection under our laws.” This is 
mighty good democratic doctrine. 

It was a mighty low kind of argument 
that magle Fiorida and Tennessee Ofra- 
tors and voters determine to continue 
the sale of liquor for the sake of feed- 
ing on Georgia money while their own 
sons and ours ares#being sent, through 
debauchery, to physical and moral death. 
The brave argument would have been tu 
lead a crusade for “‘removing the cup 
from their neighbor's lips,” and the 
brave thing on the part of Georgia lead- 
ers would be to say, ‘“‘Whatever others 
do. we will stand like brawe men and 
fight these dens of iniquity on our bor- 
ders, though Georgia were an island in 
a sea of liquor.” 

Remember the fact that in face of all 
the liquor shipped in by remorseless 
Ohattanooga and dacksonville, the police 
records show a great decrease in crime, 
with the glorious decrease of more than 
300 per cent in arrests for drunkenness. 
In face of these facts and the further 
glorious fact that during the several 
nights of celebrations and torchlight 
processions attending our gubernatorial 
contest, there was hardly an arrest for 
drunkenness among all those surging 
thousands—in face of these facts, I say, 
any man who will argue that prohibition 
is a failure in Georgia and would there- 
fore seek to pave the way for the re- 
turn of saloons—well, that man must be 
physically and morally blind.

would have won if no candidate v9 
‘been associated with it. We believe Car- 
mack would have réceived more votes if 
he had not tied himself to the ero 
tion issue. Of eqdyes. wo dagnct: sqeve®, 
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this opinion to be correct, but we are 
led to it by the fact that the sale of 
intoxicants is prohibited in nine-tenths 
of the area of the south, and prohibi- 
tion won in nine cases out of ten In 
elections where the issue ‘wet or dry” 
was put before the people unincumber- 
ed by candidates or any other questions. 

The south is the stronghold of prohibi- 
tion—meaning prohibition by counties 
as well ag by states. This fact has at- 
trected much attention lately from men 
who thought they had found something 
new. It is not new. It was the strong- 
hold of prohibition when’ men who are 
now voters were not born. Much was 
made of the fact that Georgia, as @ 
state, adopted prohibition. Those Who 
were most astonished did not:know, but 
the fact is nevertheless true, that four- 
fifths of the counties of Georgia were 
dry a quarter of a century ago. 

In these counties the sale of intoxi- 
cants was abolished, not by the vote of 
political prohibitionists, for it 1s prob- 
ably true that in some of the dry coun- 
ties there was not one supporter of the 
national prohibition party. Four-fifths 
of the counties of Georgia had voted 
whisky out before a prohibitionist can- 
didate had ever received one vote in 
that state. The first votes reported in 
Georgia for a prohibitionist nominee 
was in 1884 and then the total pronhi- 
bitionist vote of the state was only |68 
in 137 counties—only little more than 
one to the county. 

Prohtbition owed its success to the 
votes of democrats; for the republicans 
in Georgia—at least 95 per cent of them 
negroes—always opposed it. It was not 
made a party measure. The democrats 
did not support it as democrats, but as 
citizens. The republicans did not oppose 
it as republicans. The negroes were al- 
ways controlled by the whisky.element. 

There are Only about 2 per cent of the 
people of any state who think of nothing 
but whisky. Half of these think of it 
only to drink all they can, and the other 
half think of it as the only evil. With 
them nothing matters but stopping the 
sale of whisky. Of the remaining 98 
per cent the large majority are for tem- 
perance. (In the south the votes, when 
unincumbered rwith extraneous matters, 
have showed the majority of this 98 per 
cent favored prohibition, but many who 
favor it resent the idea that men who 
are not democrats try to force it on the 
democratic party when a dozen other 
issues are involved. 

A national prohibitionist is not a dem- 
ocrat any more than a republican is a 
democrat. When national prohibitionists 
enter the democratic primaries they are 
intruders and their intrusion is resented. 
They would be welcomed, entering as 
democrats prepared to abide the resul: 
and stand by the nominee in county, 
state and nation. They have no right to 
enter them in any other way and when 
they do. participate in an election in 
which they thave no right to vote they 
commit an offense worse than ,drunkea- 
ness. for fraud on the ballot is worse 
than drunkenness; and they drive from 
the support of prohibition more votes 
than they win for it. 


The State and Her Convicts, 


Editor Constitution: There is a good 
deal of sickly sentimentalism floatjng 
around in connection with the convict 
question. In the estimation of some a 
convict becomes sacred the moment he 
is convicted and should from thence- 
forth be treated «with the highest con- 
sideration. He is confined not for the 
purpose of punishment, but that he may 
be “reformed.” We seem to have out- 
grown the old Bible doctrine that ‘‘who- 
soever: sheddeth man’s blood by man 
shall his blood be shed.’ The present 
day substitute seems to be “whosoever 
sheddeth man’s blood to him an apology 
shall be given.” accompaniéd by a cost- 
ly bouquet of flowers. 

Governor Northen has reached the 
limit in his recommendation. that the 
convicts be used to operate ‘model’ 
farms. He is entirely correct in his 
supposition that we as farmers need ob- 
ject lessons as wel] as many other forms 
of instruction, but some will prefer to 
receive instruction and object lessons 
from some other source than a convict 
camp. This idea is ridiculous, not to say 
disgusting. Surely Governor Northen 
must be in straits for a solution of his 
pet theory of handling criminals. 

The intention of the law of both God 
and man is to punish and not to reform 
criminals. 

It is not the province of the state to 
regulate nor inculcate morality. 
All she can do is to pre- 
vent one citizen or one class of citi- 
zens from trespassing on the rights of 
othér citizens, Laws are enacted defin- 
ing these rights. When any citizen dis- 
regards these laws and encroaches on 
the rights of others: he voluntarily: defies 
the authority of-the state and becomes 
a criminal. For his crime the law says 
that he shall be punished. And why 
not? Are we wiser than our Maker? 
He has said, “The soul that sinneth it 
shall die.”’ This ig the foundation prin- 
ciple on ewhich all criminal law rests. 
There is nowhere in the divine law a 
provision that the-soul that sinneth it 
shall be “reformed.” There is no satis- 
faction for broken law except adequate 
punishment and this with no sort of 
refer@nce to. reformation. - 

It may be true, as Governor Northen 
states. that some criminals are Mag! <A 9 / 
insane,” whatever that may be, but it 
‘is my opinion that 99 out. of every 
who cuts another's throat steals his 
neighbor's property. be that from a bank 
vault or hen rodst, is afflicted with 
meanness and not Insanity: He violates 
the law of the ‘land and should be pun- 
ished and not “reformed.” 

But the right.to punish does not carry 
the right to be cruel. No one clalms 
‘that. But ff the law says that a per-

WRIGHT REJECTS 


CENTRAL RETURN 


Over Two Million Difference 


Between Road and 
Comptroller. 


Comptroller General W. A. Wright 
has rejected the tax returns of the 
Central of Georgia railway, and has 
assessed the property at $17,011,684 
and the franchise at $4,052,902, making 
the total $21,064,586. 

The returns made by the company on 
May 2 amounted to $18,724,628, so the 
increase is over $2,300,000. 

The assessed value of 16,000 shares 
of stock of the Western Railway of 
Alabama is placed at $1,275,000. The 
stock was returned by the railroad for 
$900,000. 

The comptroller’s action in raising 
the returns of last year was based 
upon the acquirement by the Central 
of considerable real estate and rolling 
stock during the last twelve monthe. 

As to the Income bonds of the 
Charleston and Western Carolina rail- 
way, the comptroller general declines 
to accept the road's valuation, but 
says: 

“I do not now reject the returns of 
said company of $1,589,000 income bonds 
of the Charleston and Western Caro- 
lina railway, because of an agreement 
with General A. R. Lawton, first vice 
president and general counsel of the 
Central of Georgia railway, that no 
action shall be taken in regard to the 
assessment and collection of taxes on 
said bonds, pending the decision in the 
case involving the taxability of the 
stock of the Western Railway of Ala- 
bama.” ' 

Seaboard’s Tax Returns.

This report was iéess 
bearish than expected, but had cém- 
paratively litthk influence on the mar- 
ket, which closed barely steady at a de- 
cline of i point on July, but 2 to 8 
points net higher on other positions. 
Sales were estimated at 150,000 bales. 

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 1@3 points on the old crop, to 
an advance of 3 points on new crop 
months, which was about in line with 
- the cables. Fhuctuations were 
nerrow and somewnat irregular during 
the morning, and just before the gov- 
ernment crop report was iesued prices 
were about 3 to 7 points net lower. 
Immediately afterward, October ad- 
vanced from 9.27 to 9.42, and January 
from 9.07 to 9.20, with the general /ist 
showing a net gain of about 4@/2 points. 
But the market showed the absence of 
any weak short interest; fresh buying

Though Money Rates Are Lowé¥ 
Than They Have Been for Four 
Years, There Was But Little 
Doing. 


New York, July |.—The new (Ciscal 
year opened in the financial district in 
a condition of profound apathy, #80 
far as was réflected in the securities 
matket. Bankers and trust companéts 
had some occupation in the paying of 
interest on bonds, and there were other 
seasonable money obligations to be met, 
indluding the payment of an $! 1,626,000 
installment of subscription for new 
Northern Pacific stock. Trust comps- 
nies are compelled under the law to fix 
their reserves today at 10 per cent of 
deposits, and the condition of reserves 
of those companies, shown by thar lest 
deposit, would indicate that they must 
have withdrawn from the banks in the 
nelghborhood of $25,000,000 to meet this 
requirement. hTe financial community 
is in hourly expectation of a call from 
the treasury de ment for return of 
perhaps $60,000, of government de- 
posits. The July dividend and interest 
digbursements in New York are  ¢és- 
timated in the neighberhoed of $180,- 
000,000, yet so heavy is the surfeit of 
funds in the money market and so fee- 
ble the demand for facilities from bor- 
rowers that these extraordinary § re- 
quirements have done nothing more 
than stiffen the call money rate temn- 
porarily to 2 per cent, compared with 
| I-4 to | I-2 per cent before prevalil- 
ing. The fiscal year opens with large 
supplies of funds pressing for employ- 
ment in the time money market, where 
loans carrying over the year end today 
fell to a $3 3-4 per cent rate. The open. 
market discount rate in London sagged 
to within a shade of | per cent today. 
Notwithetanding these plethoric condl- 
tions of money, the bond and stock 
market lay in lethargy and wholly in- 
different to any developments in the 
news.

Urges Concentration of Souther 
Thought Upon Business, 


WOULD LET POLITICS ALONE 


eof Manufacturers’ Record 

Delivers Notable Utterance on 
Southern Tepic Before South 

Carolina Editors. . 


Editor 


Gaffney, & C., July i.—(Special.)—The 
addrees of Richard H. ‘Hdmonds, editor 
of The Manufacturers’ Record, of Bal- 
timore, delivered before the convention 
of the South Carolina State Press As- 
sociation here today, was probably the 
most interesting feature of the gather- 


ing. 

He dwelt upon the sources and possi- 
bilities of the south, and showed how 
they could be brought to their greatest 
development. He urged the editors to 
be as sealous and aggressive in behalt 
of industrial development ag they are 
in the cause of their political favorites. 
He made a plea for the million and a 
half expatriated southerners to return 
and develop the country, and said that 
each one of this vast army, according 
to the political economists, would add 
$5,000 to the wealth of the south by his 
mere presence. He said that since 1865 
emigration thas parted more southern 
families than did the war. “At first they 
left to seek brighter fields, driven by 
the dire necessity and the total lack of 
opporunity due to the frightful poverty 
of the south after the war. Continuing 


‘the said: 


“In a general way it may be said that 
the greater the number of people the 
greater the opportunities for each one. 
If you want to make money you must 
go where money is plentiful. As At- 
lanta and Birmingham draw from the 
country 
towns of Alabame and Georgia, so New 
York, for instance, draws its hundreds 
of thousands from every section of our 
land. 

“The young man in whose blood Stirs 
the microbe of achievement looks to 
the great centers where humanity and 
money are concentrated with the same 
eagerness as the soldier, stirred by am- 
bition, looks to the battlefield as the 
Place where his laurels must be won. 
Both are moved by the desire to do 
things, to achieve results, and they seek 
the place which seems to offer the 
broadest field for their energies. 

“For this reason 2,500.000 eouthern- 
born people have since (865 left their 
native land. Other sections, barren of 
natural resources as compared with 
their own country, have been sought 
that they might find more people, more 
money, more activity, more concentra- 
tion of thought and energy upon mate- 
rial affairs. and less upon personal pol- 
itics than in the south. With the silly 
cry against. commercialism, sometimes 
heard in the pulpit and in the press, 
they had no sympathy. They Knew that 
commerce is the foundation on which 
civilization must be built. They knew 
that shifting currents of trade and com- 
merce have through all the ages brought 
prosperity and advancing civilization to 
some lands, and left others wrecks upon 
the shores of time. 

When the South Surpassed. 


“When was the south in the zenith of 
its power and influence in every line of 
human advancement? When had it the 
greatest domination in statesmanship? 
The answer comes straight from every 
heart that !t was in the day of the old 
South, at the time when the flower of 
prosperity bloomed in luxurlance. It 
was then that the south’s material ad- 
vance was so great and its Increase in 
wealth between 1/850 and 1860 was a 
billion dollars more than the increase 
in the middle and New England states 
combined. 

“Of the progress of the last quarter 
of a century we have boasted much, 
but*in many respects the south of to- 
day is still far short of the power and 
influence wielded by the old south 
prior to 1860. In statesmanship, in 
broad business activities. in the things 
which make for the higher life, this 
section is -relatively far behind the 
antebellum south. At that time the 
wealth of the south was about 45 per 
eent of the total wealth of the United 
States. Today it is hardly more than 
is per cent. If the south would regain 
the proud position held for so many 
years in the past, if it would once more 
exert a cemmanding influence in pub- 
lic affairs, it must recognize that wealth 
means power. 


Wealth Represents Capacity. 


“Wealth means power not only in it- 
self. but it means that energy and 
virllity have been produced in the work 
of wealth creation. Man is strengthened 
and developed by the doing of the things 
necessary to making wealth. The de- 
velopment of wealth comes through the 
development of brain and muscle. The 
work necessary to achieve the things 
whieh lead to wealth results in forming 
in the individual and the community 
habits of thrift and economy. The very 
getting of wealth brings into play the 
inherent forces within us which other 
wise remain dormant, and man broad- 
ens mentally and ethically 

“We boast that nature has crowned 
the south with greater natural advan- 
tages than have been given to any 
other country on earth, but we should 
remember that this only increases our 
responsibility. To whom much has been 
given of him shall much be required. 
Unutilised natural resources, like the 
buried talent, are without value to the 
public, and a curse to the owner. 

‘We think of our cotton crop as the 
richest blessing ever given by a be- 
neficent Creator to the farmers of any 
country; we talk about the vast un- 
utilized water powers in our mountain 
streams and rivers: we boast, notwith- 
standing the forest destruction of re- 
cent years, that nearly one-half of the 
standing timber of America is s@uth 
of Mason and Dixon’s line; we herald 
to the world that this section has 560 
per cent more of coal than all of Bu- 
rope; that it has more iron ore than 
is known of elsewhere; that it has five 
times as much as is accredited by the 
United States geological survey to the 
Lake Superior region upon which the

The Example of Massachusetts. 


“When we remember that on that 
little bit of rockbound soll, using the 
materials drawn from other sections 
and other lands, Massachusetts has 
bullt a business structure so solid,, 80 
vast and all comprehensive that, with 
3,000,000 population, it is turning out 
manufactured products equal to 6 per 
cent as much as the fourteen southern 
states, and that its working people 
have out of their accymulated earnings 
put in the savings banks of Boston and 
neighboring cities about 700,000,000, 
as nearly as much as the total national 
| banking capital of the United States, 
we may well &sk ourselves if Massa- 
chusetts is not justified in boasting of 
the power of braing and energy. As 
We study these facts, are we not com- 
pelleq to inquire whether Massachu- 
setts has more brains and more energy 
per capita than we of the south, or 
whether it puts its brains and energy 
to better use than we do? 

“What the answer will be in the fu- 
ture depends upon ourselves. 

“The trained expert who, in the mine 
or in the factory, is able to do the 
work which the world requires, is do- 
ing as much for his own benefit and 
his own happiness and the broadening 
of his own life, and certainly as much 
for the advancement of the people 
about him, as the man who Is teaching 
Greek and Latin. The average poli- 
ticlan, with an eye single to his own 
intenest, who harangues the people of 
every crossroads village, whose vapor- 
ings fill the newspapers, whose move- 
ments from place to place are noted 
as matters of interest, is generally a 
curse rather than a benefit to any 
country. 

“An engineer who finds the route for 
a new railroad, the expert who teacheg 
the farmer how to make two blades 
of grass grow where only one grew 
before, or he who teaches the manu- 
facturer how to use the by-products of 
hig institution and lessen the cost of 
production, the man who harnesses 
your water-powers, or the man who 
terraces your hillsides and prevents 
the waste of soil, each in his ¢Gwn 
sphere is worth a million of your crogs- 
roads politicians. They are but drones, 
consumers, living on what others have 
produced. He is a creator, and doing 
the work.which the Almighty has com- 
mitted to mankind. 

“That is the task’ set before the 
south. It will test every fiber of our 
being; it will call-into play every 
dormant faculty of mind and body. 
The prize is dazzling wealth, material 
progress, the advancement of learning, 
the improvement of every condition of 
life on a scale such as mankind never 
saw, for mankind has never seen such 
a country as the south fully utilizing 
its limitless potentialities.,

SERGEANT W. A. BONNELL 
DIES OF HIS INJURIES 


Veteran Member of Police Depart- 
ment Had Feet Cat Off by 
Trolley Car. 


Wiltam A. Bonnell, the well-known 
Atlanta policeman, who was run over 
by a street car in front of his home, 
253 Grant street, Monday, died yester- 
day morning at 10:30 o'clock at the At- 
lanta hospital, where he was removed 
Shortly after the accident.
